Oba's Fmrite G* 


Jade is not usually counted among 
the precious stones, yet to the 
Chinese and Japanese it b th« most 
valuable of all gems, in fact, they 
measure the value of all other 
stones in terms of jade. 
The' 


Chinese say jade is a combination 
ot the ine cardinal vtrtttes, Jtn, 
charity; Ci, modesty; Yu, courage; 
Ketsu, justice, and Chi, wisdom. 
They carve it most exquisitely in 
elaborate and fragile designs, for tt 
is no harder than ordinary glass and 
«d is not difficult to work upon. It 
is frequently used for carvings of 
the figures otsthe Chinese gods. 


Jade includes two stones which 


are vety «Bfer ia appearance. 


The face here is one carved 


skillful Chinese jewelry-makers. 


greenstone and jadeitc. Both are 
fibrous and tough and greenish. 
Greenstone, or nephrite as it is 
usually called, is the more common 
and ie>s valuable of the two. When 
examined under the microscope, it 
is found to b« made oE a great many 
hard fibres closely matted together. 
The color varies from a sort of gray 
to leaf and dark green, the color be- 
ing darker when iron, which is one 
o£ the minerals in it, is present ra a 
larete quantity. 


Jadcitc is much more highly 


prized by Chinese than ordinary 
nephrite. It takes a greasy lustre 
when it is polished. 
The color 


varies from white to an emerald 
green 
The fineit is found lytnp in 


dark green, ribbon-like formation* 
in boulders in Burmah. It is prized^ 
almost a^ much as the costly ruble* 
which you will recall pour out ot 
Burmah's mines and are carried 
away by caravan. Alt the Burmah 
jade is sent to China to be made 
into Chinese jewelry. 


In New Zealand jade is used for 


a breast ornament called the ukt. 
and aHo for the peculiar club called 
the pattoo-pattoo. The stone itself 
is not called jade there, but is known 
a* punumu, meaning greenstone. 
These ornaments are sometimes im- 
ported to this country for charms.

Some Fact* About 


The Match Industry 


If all the matches used in the 


world in one day were placed end 
to end they would reach to the 
moon and tea thousand miles be- 
yond. Think how important these 
baby explosive bombs are in the 
e\«iday business of the world. 


American matches are usually 


made of pine wood cut in a round 
shape. 
In Europe they arc made 


of aspen and are cut square. Sheets 
of a*pen wood can be dried artifi- 
cially in a couple of hours, and made 
into matches \\ithtn the next hour. 
Thus three hours may see a change 
from an a>pen log to a few hundred 
or more boxes of matches 
But 


pine has to be allowed to stand for 
n couple of jcars before it is. SUt- 
nctently seasoned to be made up. 


There is more involved in the 


matter of dip finer match sticks in- 
to the fire-producing solution that 
makes the head than one might 
tnppose. Match heads are really 
the product of much chemical re- 
search. 
For instance, people like 


their matches a cheennl color, so 
the chemical ha* to be dyed a pleas- 
ing Hue or red. 
They must be 


double up, capable of betas lit on 
any surface—a wa^l, a sto%e, >our 
shoe. They must not leave a streak 
or scratch niter them. They must 
ttot be noisy and pop up at the per- 
son using them.

they \\iil not fla\h up too soon.
